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Preface 


The  present  volume,  entitled  "Sacred  Part  Songs  for  the  Christian  Church 
Year"  is  intended  to  form  a  sequel  to  "The  Christian  Church  Year  in  Cho- 
rals." It  is  hoped  that  a  third  volume,  entitled  "Sacred  Art  Song-s  for  the 
Christian  Church  Year"  will  follow  ere  long*.  These  three  volumes  are  in- 
tended to  form  a  pedagogical  series  for  the  ultimate  cultivation  of  the  only 
form  of  pure  church  music—  the  a  capella.  The  tripartite  division  of  the 
entire  collection  should  fall  in  well  with  the  requirements  of  schools  orcol- 
leges  in  which  the  academic  year  is  divided  into  three  terms,  each  volume 
being  considered  as  the  source-book  for  the  work  of  one  term.  No  better 
foundation  for  a  capella  singing-  —or  for  part  singing-  in  general— can  be 
laid  than  thru  the  use  of  the  ancient  choral-melodies  which  have  defied 
and  will  continue  to  defy  the  ravages  of  time.  It  may  not  be  superfluous 
to  remark  once  more  that  there  is  no  finer  "anthem"  than  a  splendid  cho- 
ral well  sung.  However,  after  a  thoro  foundation  in  part  singing  has  been 
laid  by  the  use  of  the  choral,  the  student  will  be  ready  and  desirous  to 
try  some  compositions  of  a  more  difficult— tho  let  him  never  think  of  a 
more  advanced  —  type.  Such  compositions  are  offered  in  the  second  vol- 
ume of  the  series.  An  appendix  of  compositions  with  original  Latin  text 
has  been  added;  and,  while  an  English  translation  or  paraphrase  has  also 
been  given  beneath  the  Latin  words,  it  is  of  course  strongly  urged  that 
these  numbers  should  be  sung  in  the  Latin,  using  the  standard  eccle- 
siastical (Italian)  pronunciation.  Should  any  doubt  be  entertained  as  to 
the  feasability  of  the  method  here  suggested,  it  may  be  observed,  in  con- 
clusion, that  its  succesful  practical  application  for  a  number  of  years  in 
one  of  the  leading  preparatory  schools  of  our  country  has  placed  it  far 
beyond  the  experimental  stage  and  should  at  once  banish  all  such  mis- 
givings.
